found at various depths, nearly cor-

responding with the altitude above
t he valleys.

Whether this water-suppl- y is main-
tained from the rainfall on the plains,
or from other source, is another ques-
tion. It has been demonstrated be-

yond doubt that in some localities, at
least, the supply does not vary in
volume as shown by springs, or nat-
ural artesian flow, or supply in wells

in vears of maximum or minimum
rainfall.

And there is probal.lv no doubt but
that there is perma nent w at er supply
enough under each acre of the whole
dist net t o make up the deficiency of
moisture at the surface of that acre
for luxuriant crop growt h each year,
if it were practicable to raise it to
the surface cheaply enough.
